On August 8, 1968, assisted by Customs Agent Albert W. Seeley, I 
r viewed Joseph LUCCAROTTI, who is serving a five-year prison term 
ug fraudulently entered the United States in connection with case 
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regardless of the fact that he Is one of their cousins. 

S. LUCCAROTTI stated that he has no information on the narcotic 
traffic, and that for this reason, he had to "pin his hopes" on an 
eventual "deal" with LEFRANC. He repeated the statement he had made at 
the time of his arrest and added no information of value. He denied 
having any knowledge on the activity of the traffickers operating out 

with them. 

7. LUCCAROTTI offered to cooperate with this office in an eventual 
investigation on the South American traffickers, and strongly suggested 
that for this reason he should not be extradited to France, but should 
be authorized to return to Brazil. It should be noted that no commit- 
ment was made to LUCCAROTTI on that subject, nor on any other subject.
